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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claim 1 in the reply filed on 5/28/2008 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 2-7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 5/28/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. More specifically, it is unclear as to what is referred to by 
applicant by the term "valuable constituent" and therefore indefinite. In the interim for 
purposes of compact prosecution the phrase "valuable constituent " has been 
interpreted as meaning "any characteristic of the feedstock ". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ulrichsen 



(US-7262380). 
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Referring to claim 1 . Ulriclisen discloses the "Determination of Characteristics of 
Material". See Figs. 1-11 and respective portions of the specification. Ulrichsen further 
discloses a method of separating feedstock, the method comprising feeding the 
feedstock lump by lump, exposing the feedstock to microwave radiation, recording 
induced radiation, detecting a valuable constituent, and separating the lumps into two 
steams, one stream consisting of a targeted steam while the other is not. Moreover, 
Ulrichsen further discloses that objects can be sorted by size, density, weight or metal 
content (See at least Col. 11 I. 50 - Col. 12 1. 15, Col. 17 I. 40-51 & at least Fig. 2). 
Ulrichsen does not disclose comparing the weight fraction of the valuable constituent 
with the threshold value of the fraction. It would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the apparatus of Ulrichsen 
to compare the weight fraction of the valuable constituent with the threshold value of the 
fraction so that feedstock of specified weights could be separated into multiple streams 
consisting of a target and wanted portion and unwanted portions based on size 
andvalue.
